of actual counterfeit currency for 
inspection. He pointed out that few 
persons were aware of what presi- 
dents are depicied om various de- 
nominations of currency. 

He said that the most prevalent 
counterfeiting method now employ- 
ed is photo engraving, which has 
replaced the old engraving method. 
Experienced agents are able on ex- 
amining a bill to tell what engraver 
made the particular design, if they 
have ever seen any of his previous 
work as every artists work is eye- 
marked by his individual eccentri- 


cies of craftmanship. This eases the | 
work of agents in running down old | 


offender counterfeiters. 

Until recently agents have not 
been allowed to talk publicly and 
the Menlo Park Lions Club is one 
of the first organizations to be in- 
structed in the intracacies of count 
erfeit detection under the new 


policy of public education to stop { 


counterfeiting.

Gasolene Sales 


Show Upward Trend 


A return of the upward trend 
in gasoline sales in California 
was indicated during February, 
the State Board of Equalization 
reported today. 

Sales for last month amounted 
to 118,823,511 gallons, on which 
a tax totalling $3,564,705.33 was 
assessed by the Board. This rep- 
resented a gain of 2.48 per cent 
over the $3,443,515.11 collected 
forthe same month of the prey- 
ious year. 

Despite the increase over Feb- 
ruary, 1937, last month’s tax still 
was less than the $3,802,938.78 
assessed against January gasoline 
tax sales. A three-day difference 
in length of the two months was 
considered partly responsible for 
the decrease.

Belongs

Within recent weeks there have 
been encouraging indications at 
Washington of a readiness to heed 
the needs and the purposes of the 
people themselves, rather than the 
demands of bureaucrats and the- 
orists. 

Certain members of Congress have 
urged a more reasonable exercise of 
the taxing power, to restore a lag- 
ging confidence. Others have re- 
minded colleagues that their respon- 
Sibilities to the constituents who 
elected them should outweigh loy- 
alties to political office-holders. 

In many ways the trend appears 
to be swinging from a policy of 
reckless and haphazard economic 
experiments, toward one of encour- 
agement of production and recovery. 


Americans will hope that such 
members of Congress continue their 
efforts in behalf of the nation and 
its citizens. For they realize that it 
was the American worker and pro- 
ducer, with his eyes on the Amer- 
ican scene—not the theorist, with his 
eyes on Europe—who built our na- 
tion into greatness. 

They realize that the American 
insistence on the right of every man 
to enjoy a high standard of living, 
to exercise full freedom of religion 
and of speech, and to look forward 
to improving his work and his con- 
dition was established, not by po- 
litical and economic theorists, but 
by the workers and citizens them- 
selves, 

As a result of their power and 
their labors, America achieved a 
record of progress and of well-being 
for all its people, unique in history. 
Bureaucratic ideas, borrowed from 
overseas, have hindered rather than 
helped such progress. 

The efforts of those representa- 
tives at Washington who are striy- 
ing to restore authority to the people 
merit support and encouragement, 

Under our American form of gov- 
ernment, that’s where authority 
belongs.
